This is an INTERIM GUIDE. The National Forests in the Region are now in 
the process of performing systematic site evaluations of all developed 
recreation sites. During 1993 and 1994, all elements of each site will be 
surveyed using a standardized set of forms based on the Americans With 
Disabilities Act Accessibility Guidelines (ADAAG). These evaluations will 
give a uniform interpretation of what is accessible and will address various 
challenge levels in a standardized way. In contrast, this interim guide is 
based more on individual interpretations of various guidelines such as the 
Uniform Federal Accessibility Standards (UFAS), and nota standardized set 
of forms or definitions. It is probable that interpretations vary from site to 
site. Future updates of this publication will provide more uniform data.

Introduction 


This brochure offers accessibility information about recreation 
facilities and Forest Service offices in the Southwestern Region. Only 
sites which have barrier-free facilities have been included. This 
information is provided for persons who wish to know about such 
facilities and is intended to help persons with various skill levels to 
gauge their own capability to use a particular area. We hope this will 
help provide equal access information to people with sensory and 
mobility impairments and encourage the independent enjoyment of 
their national forest facilities. 

This information is not intended to suggest that customers could 
not access other sites or facilities. Forest visitors have diverse interests, 
backgrounds and abilities; preference between developed or undevel- 
oped sites may have little to do with apparent handicaps.. Many 
recreation sites in the national forests have fairly level terrain and could 
be accessible to various customers, especially for those who have an 
assistant or can travel the more rugged areas. Although site accessibil- 
ity is contingent on characteristics of each site, we are striving to 
provide a full range of recreational opportunity for the different levels of 
accessibility required to meet the needs of a diverse population. 
Diverse facilities encourage the safe use of all areas by anyone willing 
to take on a particular level of challenge and includes people of all 
abilities for participation. 

This information was solicited from ranger district personnel, 
reviewed by forest supervisor’s office personnel and when possible, 
verified by outside groups and concerned parties. It is possible that this 
edition may have errors or inaccuracies, and we encourage readers to 
contact individual ranger districts for updated information. 


Partnerships 


As the nation’s population and available leisure time increases, 
demand for developed recreation areas has also increased. This __ 
increased demand, along with agency budget restraints, has created a 
backlog of recreation facility needs. The Forest Service is striving to 
meet the public’s needs, which includes consideration for families with 
small children, senior citizens and people who are physically or 
developmentally challenged. Partnerships will play an important role 
in helping us face the challenge to seek creative approaches and new 
ideas in making the outdoors accessible to everyone. 
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The Forest Service is encouraging everyone to join us in a recrea- 
tion initiative. We invite individuals, organizations, and private 
companies to join in partnership with us to provide improved recrea- 
tion opportunities. Wheelchair accessible facilities are also enjoyed by 
parents with small children, senior citizens, people with temporary 
impairments due to injury or pregnancy, and people who experience 
permanent impairments such as reliance on walking aids, loss of sight, 
difficulty in standing or bending, limitations of stamina and other 
limitations. We encourage anyone who can offer ideas, labor, materi- 
als, or finances to contact us and join us in providing barrier-free 
facilities for those who might otherwise be restricted from participation 
in experiencing their national forests. 


Welcome to the Southwest! 


Strikingly different from most of the United States, the Southwestern 
Region of the Forest Service, U.S. Department of Agriculture, includes 
11 national forests and three national grasslands in Arizona, New 
Mexico, western Oklahoma, and the Texas Panhandle. Its 21 million 
acres are typically the coolest, best-watered areas in this arid land. 

The Southwest offers many recreation opportunities along with a 
longer vacation season than most states, making tourism a major 
economic force year-round. Millions of Americans enjoy camping, 
picnicking, scenic drives, hunting, fishing, hiking, climbing, skiing, 
water sports, windsurfing and traveling in their national forests. 

Because you know your own capabilities better than anyone else, 
we present the following information about barrier-free facilities to help 
you decide for yourself whether or not an area will be useable. 


User Fees And Reservations 


Use fees are charged for many of the recreation sites listed on the 
following pages. Camping fees range from $4 to $12 for family sites 
and vary at group sites. Group permits are often required. Information 
about permits or fees is available at ranger stations and posted at 
recreation sites. All groups planning to occupy a forest area should 
check with the ranger district office. 

Reservations can be made for some recreation sites through the 
reservation system. Areas available for reservation are indicated on the 
following pages. The toll-free number is 1-800-280-CAMP (2267). 
Toll-free service for hearing or speech impaired persons is available. 


The Text Telephone (TT) number is 1-800-879-4496. Hours to call 
are Monday through Friday from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. (PDT) and weekends 
from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. Reservations can be made up to 120 days in 
advance for single family units and 360 days in advance for group sites. 
Handicap sites can be reserved when such facilities are available. 
Many sites are still operated on a first-come, first-served basis. How- 
ever, visitors may contact the appropriate ranger district office to 
inquire about concessionaires or campground hosts who may allow 
reservations. 


Concession Campgrounds 


Several campgrounds are operated by private concessionaires 
under special-use permits. The Forest Service regulates concession- 
aires’ operations so that they meet Forest Service policy and standards, 
including review and approval of fees and services. Golden Age, 
Golden Access, and Golden Eagle Passports are honored at all conces- 
sionaire operated campgrounds. 


Federal Recreation Passport Program 


Lifetime entrance passes to national parks, monuments, historic 
sites, recreation areas, and wildlife refuges are available to certain 
segments of the population. People over 62 years of age can purchase 
a Golden Age Passport for $10 which offers them a 50 percent discount 
on campground use fees. Golden Access Passports offer the same 
discount to disabled people but are provided free of charge. Either 
passport admits the permit holder and all accompanying passengers in 
a single, private, noncommercial vehicle. Golden Age and Golden 
Access Passports are available at Forest Service offices, national parks 
and monuments, and federal information centers. Applicants must 
apply in person and provide proof of age or disability by federal 
certificate, driver’s license, or birth certificate as appropriate. 

For $25 annually, persons under 62 can purchase Golden Eagle 
Passports, which allow them the same unlimited entry to federal fee - 
areas that Golden Age and Golden Access Passports provide. Golden 
Eagle Passports can also be purchased at Forest Service offices, national 
parks and monuments, and federal information centers. 


Know and Obey the Rules 


Many visitors unknowingly “love the land to death.” Please leave 
each place, as much as possible, without a trace of your visit. Once 
damaged, some plants and soil may not recover for 50-100 years. 

Rules and regulations are posted in recreation areas and are available at 
Forest Service offices. These regulations help protect our natural 
resources. 

Also available are brochures and interpretive programs to help you 
better understand and enjoy your national forests. Such programs are 
available at five visitor centers and at most ranger stations. 


Wilderness 


The Southwestern National Forests include 52 wildernesses and 1 
primitive area, totaling nearly 2.9 million acres (see maps of the 
individual forest for name of each). These areas are dedicated to 
preservation of our national heritage in its natural state. When visiting 
a wilderness, please use a no-trace ethic, leaving the wilderness setting 
the same as you found it when you arrived. 

Wilderness recreation requires the assumption of responsibility for 
one’s own safety and well-being as well as for the land itself. Pets are 
generally allowed in wilderness areas. However, they may be bother- 
some or dangerous to wildlife or other visitors. As such, pets must be 
kept under your control at all times. Motorized equipment, mechanical 
transport, resorts or commercial developments are not allowed in 
wilderness areas. Activities such as grazing, mining and building trails 
are sometimes authorized. Wheelchairs, used as a necessary medical 
appliance, are allowed in wilderness areas and are not included in the 
mechanical transport restriction. Commercial outfitting and guiding are 
permitted and allows many people with various levels of skill and 
ability to visit a wilderness area safely. 

Wilderness areas provide many recreation opportunities for use 
and enjoyment by people who are willing to take on a particular level 
of challenge. Anyone able and willing, may travel over the many trails 
available. You can hunt, fish, climb, camp or relax amidst undisturbed 
beauty. Permits are not required to visit a wilderness area. However, 
the wildlife in wilderness areas remains the property of the state and is 
governed by appropriate state laws. Hunting and fishing permits must 
be obtained through the appropriate state procedures. 


Maps 

By mail or in person, you can purchase detailed maps of national 
forests, national grasslands and national forest wilderness areas from 
the appropriate national forest headquarters or the Forest Service’s 
Southwestern Regional Office in Albuquerque, New Mexico. For a

Notes About Recreation Site Information 

The following information contains narrative site descriptions, 
followed by a map and chart which lists recreation sites under their 
appropriate ranger districts. To eliminate redundancy of wheelchair 
accessibility information, the word “accessible” has been used to imply 
a wheelchair designed facility and unless otherwise noted, shall also 
mean suitable wheelchair access to the facility. Restrooms in most 
Cases are pit toilets with no wash facilities. Those restrooms in offices 
and visitor centers will usually have flush toilets and wash facilities. 

Numbers listed under camp and picnic columns indicate the 
number of “family units”. A “family unit” accommodates a group of 
approximately 5 people. Numbers listed on sites marked as G (group 
camping), GP (group picnicking) or GPC (group camping and picnick- 
ing) indicate the number of group areas. Many group areas require - 
reservations. 

“Season of use” is an estimate of when the site will be open and 
services provided. Weather, road or site repair, agency funding, and 
many other factors can alter these dates and trigger closures. If you 
need definite dates, check with the appropriate Forest Service office. 

If you’re driving a large motor home, trailer or camper, heed road 
condition warnings and recommendations on maximum length for 
camp trailers. Forest Service campgrounds aren’t normally equipped 
with utility hookups. Sanitary disposal stations and centralized water 
hydrants are provided at many campgrounds. Direct connections are ~ 
permitted only at a few individual family units equipped for hookups. 

Information identified in the accessibility portion of the chart 
indicates that the facility has been designed or retrofitted for wheelchair 


access or identified as meeting the need of a physically or sensory 
challenged customer. The accessibility key indicates three levels of 
path or route of travel to the designated facility, or the accessibility 
level of a walkway when the trail itself is the identified attraction. 


Fully Accessible indicates paved asphalt or concrete areas with 
under 5% vertical slopes. This access level should meet minimum 
standards and be suitable for use by wheelchairs with limited 
mobility. 


Limited Access indicates compacted dirt, stabilized gravel or paved 
areas with 5% to 10% vertical slopes. This access level should be 
functional for wheelchairs with proficient mobility. 


Requires Assistance indicates over 10% slopes on paved surfaces; 
or 0% to 10% slopes on coarse gravel or non-compacted surfaces. 
This access level should be suitable for wheelchairs with an 
assistant, or with exuberant mobility proficiency. 


Customer Comments 

If you have suggestions which will help us accommodate the needs 
of people with disabilities, families with small children and senior 
citizens, we want to know. Standards for barrier-free construction have 
been used as a starting point for providing independent access. Yet, 
these standards may not address the finer points needing attention to 
make a facility fully accessible. 

Facilities, services and interpretive programs continuously undergo 
changes and improvement and your comments will be of great assis- 
tance to us. Successful outdoor recreation facilities require cooperation 
and communication between the Forest Service and the customers. If 
while using this pamphlet, you encounter difficulties, errors of fact, or 
have suggestions, please write to: USDA Forest Service, Attention:

77 and 260. Some of the prettiest country in Arizona, from the south 
edge of the Colorado Plateau in central Arizona with a vast ponderosa 
pine forest to the mountain-meadow country of the White Mountains. 
Scenic drives along the Mogollon Rim, Coronado Trail, and through the 
White Mountains. Good hunting and fishing. Resorts, motels, and 
guest ranches nearby. Normal season for recreation use: April - 
November. Day-night temperature change is extreme, especially above 
7,000 feet. Expect frequent afternoon showers in July and August.

Site Descriptions 


Luna Lake - Campground - Two accessible toilets with a graveled path 

at the group site. The group site requires reservations. Two accessible 

restrooms at the lake. The campground area with single-unit campsites 
has no accessible restrooms. 


Camp Shadowpines - Private Campground - Entire facility is accessible 
with ramps and concrete walks to all buildings. The camp is open 
year-round and has a full-sized gym and recreational facilities. Physi- 
cally or mentally challenged groups are welcome. For information on 
costs and reservations call: CONCERN INC. (602) 535-4131. 


Rolfe C. Hoyer - Camp/Picnic Ground - Two accessible campsites 
(No.’s 1 and 29), each with a paved parking space, standard type picnic 
table and grill, and an accessible restroom in the immediate vicinity of 
each site. Concessionaires are on site during the summer season. The 
entire area has paved roads. Drinking water is not designed for handi- 
capped access. There is a non-developed fishing area approximately 
one mile from the campground. 

Lakeside - Campground - Designated campsites are located at either 
side of the restroom. There are paved sidewalks from the restroom to 
the campsites. Each site has back-in parking.

1,821,495 acres. Pine-covered plateau cut by deep canyons and 
bordered on the south by the spectacular Mogollon Rim, a 1,000-foot 
cliff running for miles across central Arizona. Fairfield Snow Bowl 
Winter Sports Area. Outstanding scenery in Oak Creek Canyon and the 
Red Rocks country surrounding Sedona. Forest flanked on the south- 
west by the Verde River. Scenic drives: around the Peaks, Lake Mary- 
Long Valley Road, Oak Creek Canyon, and Mogollon Rim Road. Many 
resorts and motels on intermingled private land. On the plateau (7,000! 
or higher), nights are very cool even in summer. Frequent afternoon 
showers, July-August. Nearby towns: Camp Verde, Clarkdale, Flagstaff, 
Sedona, Williams, and Winslow. 


Site Descriptions 


Bonito - Campground - One accessible campsite with pull-in parking 
and a paved area around a standard design picnic table, raised grill, 
and ground level fire ring. The tent pad area is not level but there is RV 
parking beside this unit. There are paths throughout the campground 
and to the amphitheater where evening programs are held during the 
summer season. These are accessible with assistance. 


Narrows Picnic Area at Upper Lake Mary - Picnicground, Fishing & 
Boating - An accessible restroom, paved parking and concrete launch 
ramps by the boat dock. The picnic area has 2 ramadas each with 5 
pedestal tables, paved parking, and 32" high grills. There is a 200' 
long, 5' wide walkway to fishing stations spaced at five various water 
levels (only 1 station will be appropriate for use according to the water 
level). Each station has a bench, garbage receptacle, and pedestal 
picnic table located 10'-15' above the fishing station. 


Lower Lake Mary - Picnicground - One accessible restroom. The 
group picnic area is accessible and has 3 ramadas with 5 tables each, 
plus a serving table. No drinking water is available. 


Midgley Bridge - Picnicground and Vista Point - A gravelled trail with 
switchbacks to a vista point overlooking Wilson Canyon may be 
accessible with assistance. There is a historic marker for Wilson 
Mountain, easily accessible paved parking and picnic area with two 
covered picnic tables. There is no water, grills or restroom. 
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Red Rock Crossing - Picnicground - The accessible restroom with dirt 
trail access may require assistance. A dirt trail leads to Oak Creek with 
a rock wall along the creek. There is some fishing, but the creek is 
mainly used for swimming. Wheelchairs could use the trail with 
assistance. 


Encinoso - Picnicground - The lower portion of the picnic area is 
accessible by fairly level flagstone walkways with standard picnic 
tables, 30" tall BBQ grills. 


Halfway - Picnicground - Wheelchair access to the picnic area could 
be difficult, but the site itself has 9 standard picnic tables on a stabi- 
lized, crushed gravel surface. 


Oak Creek - Vista Point - Paved parking, a 1/8 mile stabilized, crushed 
gravel trail to a vista point with a 1/8 mile, 4' wide paved return trail. 
Interpretive points along the trails. The restroom is designed for 
wheelchairs, but access to the facility currently requires assistance. 
Outdoor jewelry sales by Native Americans. No drinking water is 
available at the site. 


Moqui Group Area - Has one toilet building accessible with assistance 
with separate men's and women's sides. Has two group sites, with a 
compacted gravel surface that will serve wheelchair users with assis- 
tance. 


Elden Springs Horse Camp - A 15-unit campground designed for 
equestrian use. Has one accessible restroom, several accessible water 
spigots. Parking, campsites and roads are compacted dirt with access 
between limited and full. 


Forked Pine Campground - A 33-unit campground has two accessible 
restrooms. Access to these are dirt and cinder, requiring assistance.

1,780,196 acres—partly in New Mexico. Twelve widely scattered 
divisions—most of the mountain ranges in southeast Arizona. An 
hour’s drive from desert to pine and fir forests. Santa Catalina Moun- 
tains Recreation Area with Rose Canyon Lake; Mt. Lemmon, southern- 
most ski area in continental U.S.; Sabino Canyon with shuttle, visitor 
center. Scenic drives include Hitchcock Highway up Mount Lemmon, 
Swift Trail, Ruby Road, U.S. 80, and Rucker Canyon Road. Resorts, 
dude ranches nearby. Season: low elevations, year-round; above 
6,500', March-November, nights cool. Summer rains July-August. 
Nearby towns: Douglas, Nogales, Patagonia, Safford, Tombstone, 
Tucson, and Wilcox. 

The Coronado National Forest is continuing to upgrade recreation 
facilities to offer a broad spectrum of opportunities for people with 
disabilities. The Coronado National Forest Recreation Staff recently 
completed facility surveys in response to the Americans with Disabili- 
ties Act. The information from these surveys will be used to develop 
the Forest Transition Plan and when complete will identify Forest-wide 
facility improvements. 


Urban/Rural Settings 


Generally highly developed areas, which allow an easy level of acces- 
sibility. Examples of these settings include: a visitor center and its 
displays, paved trails and developed fishing sites. 


East Cochise Stronghold Campground - East Cochise Campground, 
located in a rugged canyon in the Dragoon Mountains, has designated 
parking, one accessible restroom, water, and eight campsites with 
hardened surfaces and specially designed tables and grills. Two trails 
have been constructed with varying degrees of accessibility. Cochise 
Interpretive Trail is a 500-foot trail of exposed aggregate with most 
slopes less than 8%. There are four interpretive nodes with 12 signs 
describing the prehistoric and historic use of the canyon. Stronghold 
Trail is a .04-mile trail (semi-primitive) that wanders among the yucca, 
cactus and rocks, providing a self-guided introduction to a number of 
desert plants and some principles of desert ecology. 


Parker Canyon Lake Recreation Area - Located in the rolling Canelo 
Hills, Parker Canyon Lake accessible facilities include: designated 
parking, one (uncovered) fishing pier, a boat launch, concessionaire 
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building and an accessible toilet. The route from the toilet to the pier is 
paved, but exceeds 8% slopes in some areas. Lakeshore Trail begins in 
the lower parking lot and consists of a 500-foot cement path. Located 
along the perimeter of the lake, this trail offers a variety of wildlife and 
bird watching opportunities. Lakeview Campground has one acces- 
sible campsite. There is designated parking with a paved access route 
to a retrofitted toilet and campsite. The campsite is compacted soil 
with an accessible table and a standard grill. 


Madera Canyon Recreation Area - Madera Canyon, a well-known bird 
watching area, is located in the Santa Rita Mountains approximately 
one hour from Tucson. Several facilities within the Canyon are acces- 
sible. Whitehouse Picnic Ground has designated parking with an 
access route to a group ramada with accessible tables, grills and water. 
In addition to the group ramada, eight individual picnic units with 
accessible tables and four pedestal-type grills are also available. The 
beginning of a barrier-free nature trail is located on the west side of the 
Whitehouse Picnic Ground parking lot. This trail leads to an acces- 
sible toilet, then accesses a .5 mile barrier-free trail with spectacular 
scenic views and excellent bird watching. Madera Picnic Ground (on 
the left side of FR 70) has paved areas around the accessible picnic 
tables and standard grills. Access to the barrier-free toilet is via the 
paved road, but exceeds 8% slopes in some areas. 


Columbine Visitor Information Center - Located in the Pinalefio 
Mountains, Columbine Visitor Center was so named from the flower- 
dotted meadows that flourish during the summer months. This reno- 
vated Civilian Conservation Corp building is fully accessible and has 
designated parking nearby. A ramp connects the parking lot with the 
entrance and inside is an accessible toilet and information desk. Inside 
exhibits provide information about the natural and cultural surround- 
ings of the Pinalefio Mountains. 


Upper Thumb Rock Picnic Ground - Located in the Pajarito Mountains, 
Upper Thumb Rock Picnic Ground offers wonderful views of Pena 
Blanca Lake. The facility has designated parking with an access route 
to the barrier-free toilet. One ramada with standard picnic tables is 
accessed by a wide paved trail with slopes of less than 8%. 


Lower Thumb Rock Picnic Ground and the Pena Blanca Lakeshore 
Trail - Lower Thumb Rock is located within several hundred feet of 
Pena Blanca Lake. There is no designated parking; however, an access 
route (beginning in the parking lot) goes to three standard picnic tables 
and the Pena Blanca Lakeshore Trail. The trail crosses over a bridge 
and runs for 1,300 feet along the edge of the lake, ultimately accessing 
a floating fishing pier. 


Catalina State Park - The spectacular northwest face of the Santa 
Catalina Mountains forms the backdrop for this 5,500-acre desert park 
located near Tucson. The park offers camping, picnicking, hiking and 
equestrian facilities. The campground has no designated campsite; 
however, most of the sites offer compacted soil with a standard table 
and pedestal-grill. There are no ramadas, but mature mesquite trees 
offer shade in many of the campsites. A hardened path accesses the 
barrier-free toilet from a parking area (next to the Campground Host). 
The day-use facility offers designated parking with a compacted soil 
access route to the barrier-free toilet and standard picnic tables and 
pedestal grills. 


Sabino Canyon Recreation Area - Sabino Canyon is a lush oasis 
located on the edge of Tucson. Its natural beauty of soaring mountains, 
deep canyons and year-round creek attract over one million visitors a 
year. Sabino Canyon Visitor Center has designated parking with a 
paved route to the entrance. Inside the information center are exhibits, 
pamphlets and brochures describing the natural and cultural history of 
the area. A paved road is the main access into Sabino and Bear 
Canyons; however, a shuttle is the only motor vehicle (electric chairs 
excepted) authorized to travel in the area. The shuttle is equipped to 
transport three wheelchairs at a time. Persons with other mobility 
limitations should inquire whether the shuttle can serve their particular 
needs (reservations are required). Currently, there are no barrier-free 
facilities located in upper Sabino Canyon. | 

Reservations for Sabino Canyon Shuttle: Sabino Shuttle (602) 749- 
2327 from 9 a.m. till 4:30 p.m., 7 days a week. 


Babat Duag - Vista Point - This vista point has designated, paved 


parking. A curb cut leads to a wide sidewalk in front of a rock retaining 
wall. 
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Roaded, Natural Settings 

These areas are less developed than urban sites. Facilities might 
include: campsites with level surfaces and compacted gravel trails with 
increased slopes. 


Reef Townsite Campground - Reef Townsite is an historic mining 
district located in the Huachuca Mountains. The campground is 
constructed on the original townsite that served the mines and mills. 
Two accessible campsites are available; both sites have hardened paths 
(one is 8%, the other is 5%) to a barrier-free toilet. Each site has a 
pedestal grill, wheelchair designated picnic table and hard surface tent 
pad. 


Ramsey Vista Campground - Located at the end of Carr Canyon Road, 
Ramsey Vista Campground offers spectacular views of Ramsey Peak 
and the San Pedro River Valley. One designated accessible campsite is 
available, consisting of hard packed earth, an adapted picnic table, a 
pedestal-type grill and a hard surface tent pad. There is no designated 
access route to the barrier-free toilet, but it can be reached via the main 
road. 


Shower’s Point Group Campground - This campground is located in 
the Santa Catalina Mountains north of Tucson. Tall Ponderosa pines 
and an overlook of Palisade Canyon located at the campground’s edge 
make this a popular spot with many groups. One group site provides a 
paved route (slope exceeds 10%) that connects tables, grills, and tent 
locations with an accessible toilet. 

Reservations: Shower’s Point Group Site * 1-800-280-2267. 


Bear Canyon Picnic Areas - Located in the Santa Catalina Mountains 
north of Tucson, Lower and Middle Bear Picnic Areas are surrounded 
by towering pines and are a favorite spot for photographers capturing 
images of the nearby rock spires and cliff faces. Each site contains 
parking and a hardened access route that connects a single table and 
grill with an accessible toilet. 
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South Fork Picnic Ground - Located on the eastern side of the 
Chiricahua Mountains, South Fork Picnic Ground provides excellent 
bird watching opportunities. There is no designated parking, but 
there is a hardened path to the accessible toilet and one standard 
picnic table. 


Rose Canyon Campground - Rose Canyon Campground is a popular 
recreation area to escape the summer heat. Located at milepost 18 
on the left side of Hitchcock Highway, the accessible facilities are 
varied. One group day-use area (ramada #1) has a paved path from 
the designated parking to the ramada. A steep path (slopes exceed 
10%) has been constructed to the water and a usable toilet. The site 
has both regular and modified tables. The modified tables have one 
free side and one side with a bench. The grills are on pedestals and 
there is a fireplace in the ramada. Reservations are required. One 
campsite has been upgraded to include an accessible picnic table 
and a hardened campsite. A paved access route connects designated 
parking with the campsite, water and a usable toilet. A new barrier- 
free toilet is located at the end of the road near the lake. 
Reservations: Rose Canyon Group Site ¢ 1-800-280-2267. 


Semi-Primitive 

Accessibility expectations for these areas are difficult. Examples 
include: undeveloped campsites with no facilities and narrow, steep 
trails. 


West Turkey Creek Campground - Located on the western side of the 
Chiricahua Mountains, the campground has no designated parking or 
camping facilities. Parking areas are not level and consist of com- 
pacted native soil. There are three non-pedestal grills and two 
standard picnic tables. There is an accessible toilet with a small 
ramp (the slope of the ramp exceeds 20%). 


Sycamore Campground - Located one mile north of West Turkey 
Creek, the campground is bisected by West Turkey Creek into two 
camping areas. There are four campsites with standard picnic tables 
and fire grates. There is an accessible toilet, with a small ramp. 
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Primitive 
In this level, the natural environment is the primary focus. This is the 
most difficult level of accessibility and people access the areas by 
various methods, i.e. foot and horseback. 





Redington Pass Area (Santa Catalina Mountains - Rincon Mountains) 
- Redington Pass Area accommodates many dispersed recreation 
activities including off-highway vehicle (OHV) use. Currently, there 
are numerous dirt parking areas along Redington Pass Road, provid- 
ing staging areas for 60 miles of 4-wheel drive roads accessing 
scenic, remote areas between the Santa Catalina and Rincon Moun- 
tains. Access to these areas provides spectacular views of the Tucson 
Basin, as well as bird and wildlife viewing opportunities. 


East Santa Rita Mountains Area - The Santa Rita Mountains are 
located south of Tucson and north of Nogales—an area of scenic 
beauty, historical significance, and numerous dispersed recreation 
opportunities. Dirt parking lots are located throughout the area 
providing for OHV unloading or horse trailer parking and access to 
many trails. The area currently has no developed facilities though 
many OHV developed trailheads are being planned. 


Providencia - Guajolote Area - The Patagonia Mountains are located 
northeast of Nogales and contain numerous historic mining camps, 
ghost towns, and dispersed recreation opportunities. The area 
currently has no developed facilities. Several dirt parking areas 
provide for OHV unloading or horse trailer parking and access to 
many trails and roads throughout the area. 


Mt. Graham Recreation Area - The Pinalefio Mountains are located 
near Safford and provide for a variety of dispersed recreation oppor- 
tunities. Several facilities include corrals and horse trailer parking 
and offer access to more remote trails and roads that offer a primitive 
experience. None of the facilities contain hardened access routes. 
Round the Mountain Picnic Area contains corrals, tables and toilets. 
Cunningham Camp contains several camp sites with grills and tent 
pad sites (no tables) and public horse corrals. Clark Peak Trailhead 
offers public horse corrals and toilet facilities.

Site Descriptions

parking area is gravel but the 2 paved sites are only a few feet from the 
parking area.

Cataract Lake - Campground & Boating - Gravel road to limited access 
restroom. Paved road access to boat ramp and paved central parking 
area.

Parks Rest Area - Trail - State site within the forest. Restrooms have 
paved paths, and one stall has hand rails, but the door is not large 
enough to allow wheelchair access. All the picnic sites, about 40, have 
paved paths to them and the tables are standard design. There is a 1/4 
mile, paved nature trail with interpretive signs. 


Kaibab Plateau - Visitor Center - Parking lot grade slightly higher than 
5%, SO limited accessibility; two parking spaces. Restrooms, informa- 
tion desk and drinking water, fully accessible. 


Jacob Lake Group - Campground - Two paved campsites, each with 
pull-in, paved parking. One site is next to the restroom; but restrooms 
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require assistance. They have accessible picnic tables and grills. 
Drinking water is 100 feet away from the campsite on a paved path. It 
is a hand pump and one hand is needed to operate it. Accessible path 
to amphitheater. 


Ten X - Campground - One paved campsite with a hard-packed path to 
a restroom that does not have the proper riser height for wheelchair 
access. The picnic table, cooking pit and water are not accessibly 
designed. There is a paved road around the campground and the other 
sites have gravel access.

Site Descriptions 


The supervisor’s office is fully accessible. The front entrance ramp is 
for access to the upstairs level which has the information area and an 
accessible restroom. The back entrance ramp is for access to the 
downstairs level which is used for public meetings. Both levels have 
drinking fountains. 


Hazlett Hollow - Campground - The area has dirt roads and wheel- 
chairs may need assistance getting to the accessible toilet. One 
accessible campsite has a paved ramp from the parking lot to the site 
which has a level hard granite surfaced tent pad, fire pit at ground level 
and anarondeck (shelter with open end) with a 6" lip (may require 
assistance). 


Groom Creek - Trail & Picnicground - Site is fully accessible to vision 
and mobility impaired visitors. Accessible restroom (single stall unisex 
type). The nature trail consists of 1,500' paved and 800! hard packed 
gravel with resting benches along the way and interpretive signs about 
plants and animals. Braille and lettered text brochures are available. 
Camp host on site from Memorial Day to Labor Day. Paved parking for 
12 cars or 2 school busses,12 accessible picnic tables, 3 pedestal-type 
charcoal grills and amphitheater accommodates 60 walking persons 
and some wheelchair accessible space. No drinking water is available. 
An historic school house is next to the site but not yet open to the 
public. 
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Groom Creek Horse Camp - Equestrian Campground - Two accessible 
campsites with pedestal-type fire pits. One site is located in area B and 
the other in area C. Both sites are adjacent to accessible toilets. 


Upper Wolf Creek - Campground - The restroom has a ramp and doors 
open in (semi-accessible). The area has a hard gravel surface which 
may require limited assistance. 


White Spar - Campground - Two accessible campsites located side by 
side, each with parking for access from vehicle, standard picnic table, 
hard packed gravel tent pad, pedestal-type grill, ground level fire pit 
and close to an accessible restroom. The area has community drinking 
water (spigot-faucet) and paved, one-way access roads. Sites can be 
reserved from May 15 to Sept. 30. 


Lynx Lake - Picnicground - The south end of the picnic area has a hard 
gravel surface with 11 standard picnic tables, pedestal-type fire pits, 
and an accessible restroom.

Site Descriptions 


Canjilon Lakes - Camp/Picnicground & Fishing - There are 4 accessible 
campsites, each with a picnic table and rotating, pedestal-type grill at 
the middle lake campground. The pond above the upper campground 
is not wheelchair accessible. The lower camping area has 2 accessible 
campsites, each with a picnic table and rotating, pedestal-type grill. 
The lower pond has a day-use area with 5 accessible picnic tables and 
rotating, pedestal type grills. There is a hard surfaced trail to the lower 
pond for wheelchair fishing access. Both campsites have accessible 
drinking water and toilets. The day-use area has accessible drinking 
water at the parking lot. 


Ghost Ranch Living Museum - Interpretive Center - This facility has 
resource exhibits and live plant and animal displays. The parking area 
is paved and there is an accessible toilet, water fountain and trails. A 
portion of the trail system has a concrete/flagstone surface and the 
remainder is hard-packed sand with some slopes slightly greater than 
5%. An elevator provides access to an observation tower and a 
wheelchair is available for loan. 


Agua Piedra - Camp/Picnicground & Fishing - There is an accessible 
day-use area about 150' from the campground. The day-use area has 
paved parking, 2 accessible picnic tables, a barrier-free restroom and a 
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1/4 mile trail with less than 5% slope along the Rio Pueblo. There are 
3 fishing stations on this 4'-5' wide paved and hard-packed, surfaced 
trail and rest stops with benches. 


Shuree Ponds - Picnicground & Fishing - There is hard-surfaced, gravel 
parking, an accessible restroom and water hydrant. The picnic area has 
2 accessible picnic tables and grills with hard-surfaced trail access. 

The area has 5 ponds. The largest one, closest to the parking area, is 
fully accessible. There is a 5' wide hard-surfaced trail to 700' of 
accessible shoreline with 2 fishing piers (4' wide, 12' long, T-shaped 
piers, easily accessible, redwood construction). The larger pond is 
suitable for canoe or float tube fishing. The ponds are stocked with 
trout and are regulated with a bag limit of 2 fish over 15" and tackle is 
lures or flies with a single hook only. One pond is reserved for children 
under 12 years of age and has a bag limit of 1 fish (unless they have a 
license). 


Cimarron - Campground - A couple miles from Shuree Ponds, this site 
has accessible restrooms. The campground has a gravel surfaced road. 
Hard-surfaced trails and accessible tables are provided at 2 sites with 
fire grills on the ground. 


McCrystal - Campground - Six miles east of Shuree Ponds, this site has 
an accessible restroom and water hydrant. There is a hard-surfaced 
trail to 2 campsites. The fire grills are on the ground. 


Fawn Lakes Fishing Ponds - This day-use area is next to Elephant Rock 
Campground. A level 3 trail is provided as well as benches for fishing. 
There is a covered bench for spectators. Not wheelchair accessible 
because of a narrow bridge. 


Taos Canyon Picnic & Campgrounds - 1 to 6 miles east of Taos. El 
Nogal Picnicground has graveled parking, accessible restrooms and 
concrete pads around 3 tables. Las Petacas Campground has an 
accessible restroom. Grades are over 5% in several places. Three 
tables have concrete pads. Capulin Campground has a hand pump for 
water, an accessible restroom and level hardened sites. All surfaces are 
dirt or gravel. La Sombra Campground is accessible at the east & west 
ends where there accessible restrooms. A hand pump provides water at 
the entry area.

Sandia Ranger District - Office - Paved parking with 2 designated 
spaces and a ramp at the front entrance. Information area with a book 
outlet which is operated by the Southwest Natural and Cultural Heri- 
tage Association. Tijeras Pueblo Self-guided Interpretive Trail is located 
at the Ranger Station. The trail is 1/3 mile long and accessible. Guided 
tours are available by appointment. Restroom and drinking fountain 
are accessible. Staff will try to accommodate any special requests from 
sensory, developmental or mobility impaired visitors.

La Cueva - Picnicground - Two accessible restrooms with paved paths 
(6% to 10% slopes). One of the paved paths connects with 2 picnic 
units. Picnic tables are standard design and grills are on the ground. 


Las Huertas - Picnicground - Picnic area with year-round stream. All 
restrooms are accessible and most picnic tables and grills are acces- 
sible. Accessible path leading to stream. Water available. Picnic 
shelter for small groups. 
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Doc Long - Picnicground - Fully accessible restrooms, picnic tables, 
and grills. Water available. Book sales outlet and interpretive pro- 
grams. Two accessible picnic shelters for small groups. Paved paths 
linking all picnic sites. 


Balsam Glade - Picnicground - Fully accessible restrooms, picnic 
tables, and grills. No water available. Accessible trail to viewpoint. 
Picnic shelter for small groups. Paved trails linking picnic sites. 


Cienega Canyon - Picnicground & Trail - Paved parking, an accessible 
restroom and drinking water. Paved access to 3 picnic units, 2 of 
which have accessibly designed picnic tables and pedestal-type grills. 
The Cienega Nature Trail is a designated National Recreation Trail with 
signs about local flora and fauna in Braille and lettered text. The 1/4 
mile, self-guided, concrete trail has kick rails on either side and acces- 
sibility is excellent except there are some spots with up to 10% slopes. 
There are 18 interpretive stations and some pull-out areas (3 with 
benches) along the trail for resting and viewing. The trail has two 
bridges which cross the creek. The bridges are 4' wide, level and have 
handrails. The Cienega Trail is not wheelchair accessible, but has an 
accessible restroom by the parking lot. The upper-most picnic unit at 
this site is wheelchair accessible with assistance and has a standard 
design picnic table and ground level grill. 


Nine Mile - Picnicground - Upper and lower areas each have paved 
parking and 2 accessible restrooms with good paved access. Paved 
access to 10 picnic units at the upper area and to 4 picnic units at the 
lower area. Assistance is recommended due to the vertical slope of the 
paths. Each unit has a standard design picnic table and a grill on the 
ground. There is a group picnic area with paved parking and a paved 
path (up to 7% slope) with a handrail which leads to the paved group 
area with 6 accessible wooden picnic tables and 4 raised grills (ap- 
proximately 30" high but not specifically handicap designed).

Cedro Peak - Group Campground - This area is designed for groups 
and has 3 accessible restrooms. Reservations are required. 


Carolino - Campground & Day-Use Area - Albuquerque Open Space 
Division. One accessible restroom, a 1/2 mile paved nature trail (under 
5% slopes), accessible drinking water and electrical hook-ups. There 
are 8 accessible campsites with picnic tables, raised grills and cleared 
dirt tent pads located on loop trails off the nature trail; also a fire ring at 
the end of one trail. The accessible group shelter has a ground level 
fireplace and 6 accessible picnic tables. The shelter and restroom are 
lighted at night. This is a secured, locked area with a caretaker on site. 
Capacity for 1 to 250 people. For reservations (required) and fee 
information call: Albuquerque Parks & Recreation - (505) 873-6620. 


Elena Gallegos - Picnicground - Albuquerque Open Space Division. 
Level dirt access to 7 picnic units with ground level grills and standard 
picnic tables. One unit is a double area with 2 picnic tables, an 
amphitheater and can be reserved at no extra cost. An accessible 
restroom is located at the north side of the picnic area. There is a 
partially paved trail into the canyon, but the majority of trails are dirt 
with some steep slopes. There is a $1 per vehicle entrance fee Monday 
through Friday and $2 on weekends and holidays. 


Elena Gallegos - Group Picnicground - Paved trails to an accessible 
restroom, group shelter, standard picnic tables, some raised grills, 
drinking water and electrical hook-ups. The trails, shelter and 
restrooms are lighted at night.

Scorpion - Campground & Day-Use - Restroom (flush type) not acces- 
sible. Campsites have firm earth paths which could be wheelchair 
accessible. Firerings are on the ground, but cooking grills are raised. 


Quemado Lake - Fishing - 130-acre lake with a paved and maintained 
gravel road leading to the paved parking and concrete boat ramp at the 
spillway. No fee camping is allowed in the parking area. Non- 
handicap designed trash receptacles and outhouses are provided. The 
boat ramp area could be used for wheelchair fishing access, but may 
require assistance due to the slope.

Guadalupe Mountains 
near Carlsbad Caverns. Resort towns of Ruidoso (6,800 feet) and 
Cloudcroft (8,650 feet)—with highest 9-hole golf course in U.S. “Sun- 
spot” solar observatory.

There is a parking area and the trail is located off the road to 
Sleepy Grass Campground. This trail would be difficult for wheel- 
chairs. 


South Fork Campground - Accessible campsites, restrooms, tables, fire 
grills, picnicking, garbage collection. Trail head, parking and drinking 
water. Fishing can be enjoyed at nearby Bonito Lake April to Novem- 
ber. Nearby trails lead to the White Mountain Wilderness.

13,103' Truchas Peaks; across the Rio Grande west, Jemez, and San 
Pedro Ranges, 10,000'-12,000'. Headwaters of Pecos, Jemez, and 
Gallinas Rivers; mountain lakes, trout fishing and hunting. Santa Fe Ski 
Basin with four chairlifts. A dozen active Indian pueblos nearby, great 
vistas, Spanish missions, and Indian ruins. Golden aspens in Septem- 
ber-October. Scenic drives: NM 4, 126, and 96 in the Jemez Moun- 
tains and 63 up Pecos River to Cowles; also Gallinas Canyon east of 
Las Vegas and Santa Fe Scenic Byway (475) out of Santa Fe, designated 
recently as a scenic byway.

Redondo - Campground - A paved path to the amphitheater. 


San Antonio - Camp/Picnicground & Fishing - 10 accessible tables and 
grills on paved surfaces. Paved trails through the area and to a barrier- 
free restroom. A water faucet is available and could be wheelchair 
accessible. A paved trail leads to San Antonio Creek with a rock wall 
at the accessible fishing area. 


La Cueva - Picnicground & Fishing - Paved parking and asphalt paths to 
individual picnic units. Two units have accessible tables and pedestal- 
type grills. The restroom is accessible and there is a paved path to a 
fishing pad by the creek. From the fishing pad there is a wide bridge 
with another fishing pad on the other side; wheelchair access beyond 
this point may require assistance. 


Jemez Falls - Camp/Picnicground - To open Memorial Day 1991 - 
Spaces for up to 32' trailers and 50' RV’s. Paved roads and loops with 
pressurized water faucets in all loops. Water faucets require grasping 
and turning. Accessible 30-person amphitheatre located near host site. 
One accessible double unit campsite (2 tables, 2 grills, 2 parking 
spaces). Four loops with 2-3 accessible single campsites at each loop 
(total of 11 scattered throughout the campground). Each will have a 
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parking space, pedestal grill, and ground level firering. One accessible 
restroom at each loop (6 total in the area). Group picnic area accom- 
modates about 100 people and has accessible tables, restroom, park- 
ing, and grills (no water). This group picnic area requires reservations. 
Sites will not be completely paved, but the whole area is very flat and 
easily accessible. 


Fenton Lake - Camp/Picnicground & Fishing - New Mexico State Park 
facility located within the National Forest boundary. Mountain lake 
has standard camping and picnicking (sandy access), 1 accessible 
restroom and wheelchair fishing access. No overnight camping after 
the first snowfall. 


Cowles - Picnicground - Day-use area has compacted gravel trails for 9 
picnic sites. Three of these sites have accessible tables and pedestal- 
type grills. There is a similar trail to a barrier free restroom. Drinking 
water is available by a hand pump. 


Cowles Pond - Trail & Fishing - One barrier-free restroom with com- 
pacted gravel access. There is a compacted gravel trail to Winsor Creek 
with a bridge and 1 fishing pad at the bridge. Compacted gravel trails 
lead from the bridge to a restroom, pond, and barrier-free fishing pad. 
Some assistance may be needed to access the pond. 


Holy Ghost - Camp/Picnicground & Fishing - Paved parking, RV 
camping, accessible restrooms, trash receptacle and asphalt path to 
water (hand pump). First-come, first-served policy for 1 accessible 
double campsite with 2 accessible tables, 2 revolving pedestal grills on 
asphalt area, and cleared dirt tent pads. Chipseal asphalt trails to 4 
single family campsites with accessible tables, grills and tent pads. At 
the end of the area there is an accessible group camp/picnic area with 
an accessible restroom, trash receptacle, group pedestal grill, pavilion 
with 6 picnic tables, and 2 or 3 dirt tent pads. The area accommoaates 
about 30 people and reservations are required. An asphalt paved river 
walk (approx. 200 yds. - under 5% slope) goes from the pavilion to 
Holy Ghost Creek. There are 3 fishing pads (each with 2-3 person 
.Capacity) with safety stone edging at the creek and a group campfire 
ring on the return trail. 
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Black Canyon - Campground - Two barrier-free restrooms with hard- 
packed dirt access. It is located 7 miles from Santa Fe off the Scenic 
Byway, St. Hwy. 475, to the Santa Fe Ski Area. 


Little Tesuque - Picnicground - Paved asphalt parking and paths with 1 
accessible restroom, picnic table, and pedestal grill. No water is 
available at this site. It is located 7 miles from Santa Fe off the road to 
the ski area, Hwy 475.
